Edward B. Boyer, chairman of the Bucks County 
Commissioners, said today that he is studying a pos­ 
sible personnel cutback in some county offices. 


This is intended so that the 
government will end the year “in 
the black,“ he said. However, 
courthouse experts saw the an­ 
nouncement as the first gun in 
Boyer’s r e p r i s a l campaign 
against county 
workers w h o 
didn’t support the independent 
candidate, Harry Fritz. 


Two employes, George Aul t , 
Falls Township, county purchas­ 
ing agent, and Frank Scordia, 
Bristol Borough, county tax map­ 
ping supervisor, were warned be­ 
fore election by Boyer that if 
Fritz didn’t win their jobs weren’t 
safe. Both their areas voted heav­ 
ily in favor of incumbent John 
J. Bodley and Joseph 0. Canby on 
Tuesday. 
2 To I Margin 
Boyer and Canby were nominat­ 
ed by a 2 to I margin over Fritz. 
Up to Jan. I, two "lame duck" 
commissioners Boyer and Ad­ 
olph A. Andrews will continue on 
the board. They will guide county 
government along with Bodley, 
who won the Republican nomina­ 
tion for a second term.

VIENTIANE, Laos (UPD-The 
Communist Pathet Lao forces are 
menacing the neutralist garrison 
at Bun Tai in the find potential 
conflict between the two factions 
in Phong Saly Province, an of­ 
ficial communique said today. 
Bun Tai is about 240 miles 
north of Vientiane and 160 miles 
from the Plain of Jars, scene of 
the main struggle between neu­ 
tralist and Pathet Lao forces. 
The communique said a Pathet 
Lao battalion of 450 men is at 
nearby Ban Natene and presum 
ably had “intentions” of attack­ 
ing the neutralist positions. 
The neutralist garrison at Bun 
Tai is in one of the most remote 
and isolated strongholds in all of 
Laos, only 14 miles from the Chi­ 
nese Communist border. 
Neutralist Premier Prince Sou- 
vanna Phouna’s coalition formal­ 
ly notified the International Con­ 
trol Commission GCC) that it is 
unable to guarantee safety of ICC 
personnel inside Pathet Lao tar 
ritory. 
The official letter printed by 
the Lao press agency declared 
the helicopter destruction of May 
3 proved the lack of security 
there. It said “such acts of vi 
olence threaten to reduce to 
scrap of paper the 1962 Geneva 
accords which restored shaky 
peace.

VATICAN CITY (UPI) - Pope 
John XXIII, suffering from recur­ 
rent gastric trouble complicated 
by a “bleeding lesion.” appeared 
briefly at his study window today 
to bless a cheering, horn-honking 
Ascension Day crowd of about 
15,000 persons 
in St. 
Peter’s 
Square. 


The 81-year-old pontiff looked 
tired and drawn. He confined 
himself to reciting the “Regina 
Coeli" prayer and giving his 
apostolic blessing before turning 
back inside. 


The Pope was at the window 
about three minutes and made no 
speech or remarks. He did not 


even wish the crowd a happy hoi 
iday, as he usually does on such 
occasions.

NEW YORK (UPI)—Steel in 
dustry officials expressed both 
optimism and apprehension over 
the forthcoming labor negotia 
lions at their annual meeting 
Wednesday. 
Logan T. Johnston, president 
of Armco Steel Corp., said he had 
been “encouraged” that a peace­ 
ful settlement can be reached by 
the fact that the United Steel­ 
workers Union has held off re 
opening the wage clause in the 
present 
contract. 
The 
clause 
could have been renegotiated as 
of May I. 
But Board Chairman Roger M. 
Blough of U.S. Steel Corp., the 
nation’s No. I producer, said that 
while the union is “more realis 
tic” about the problems facing 
the industry, the upcoming con 
tract negotiations are full of “un- 
certainties” and promise to be 
“very strenuous.” 
Both men made their remarks 
to newsmen before the start of 
the two-day annual meeting at 
which more than 1,500 steel in 
dustry executives are expected to 
be present. The event is the 71st 
general meeting of the American 
Iron L Steel Institute, the indus­ 
try’s management association.

The Duke, 68, and Duchess, 66, 
arrived here today aboard the 
luxury liner United States for 
their annual visit to the Duchess' 
homeland. The Duke also seemed 
pleased about Rockefeller’s marri­ 
age and said he hoped “they’ll be 
very happy as we are.” 
The Windsors are expected to 
meet the Rockefellers on a char­ 
ity cruise ball aboard the liner 
Rotterdam June 5. 


The Windsors will stay in their 
apartment at the Waldorf-Astoria 
Towers for several weeks. 


MOSCOW (UPI)—Soviet Pre- 
mier Nikita S. Khrushchev told 
the United States today to keep 
hands off Cuba or face a worse 
crisis than the Cuban confronta­ 
tion of last October. 
Speaking at a mammoth open 
air farewell rally for Cuban Pre­ 
mier Fidel Castro, Khrushchev 
said there were “hot heads" in 
the United States calling for a 
tougher Cuban policy, including a 
blockade and even military inva­ 
sion. 
Castro, addressing K h r u s h- 
chev as “dear comrade," replied 
that the ’‘timely and energetic 
warning" issued by the Soviet Un­ 
ion had “acted as a wet blanket 
on the hot heads of the bellicose 
elements.” 


He said the Cuban revolution 
could hold out “under the v e r y 
noses of American imperialism” 
because of Ae support of Commu­ 
nist nations. 
The main theme of the Soviet 
premier’s speech was his support 
for Cuba and denunciation of Cas­ 
tro’s foes in the United States. 
“Maybe these people hope to 
create another crisis like the one 
last year,” he said. 


I must say to them most seri­ 
ously that if the American gov­ 
ernment will not be sober enough 
and won’t understand the situa­ 
tion. then a situation in the world 
might arise that would be more 
serious than last year. 
“It is clear that if the Ameri­ 
can government does not follow 
the promises it has (made) to 
Cuba the world may find itself 
in a more dangerous situalijn 
than last year. In such a case 
we will have to fulfill our inter­ 
national duties and obligations to 
Cuba and come to its aid.” 
Khrushchev spoke to a capac­ 
ity crowd in Lenin Stadium. Ap­ 
proximately 
100,000 
Muscovites 
waving Cuban and Soviet flags 
turned out for the event. 
Khrushchev appeared to be re­ 
ferring to oft-repeated Kremlin 
claims that the United States had 
assumed a non-invasion obligation 
in regard to Cuba in exchange for 
Soviet agreement to withdraw 
missiles from Cuba.

HARRISBURG 
(UPI) - Gov. 
William W. Scranton today ex 
pressed strong opposition to a se­ 
ries of amendments to the federal 
Constitution being promoted in 
the General Assembly by House 
Republican leaders. 
The three proposals would: 
—Prevent federal courts from 
ordering reapportionment (rf state 
legislatures where the lawmakers 
failed to act on the problem. 
—Create a court of state Su 
preme Court justices which could 
overrule decisions (rf the U. 
Supreme Court. 
Make it easier for states to 
by-pass Congress in the amend 
ing of the federal Constitution. 
“ I don’t support them...I’m not 
for them...I don’t approve of any 
of them,” Scranton said Emphati 
cally. He said he thought the pro­ 
posal for a court which could 
overrule the U.S. Supreme Court 
was an especially “ great mis 
take” because it would allow the 
“derrogation of the principles on 
which our government was estab­ 
lished—the system of checks and 
balances.” 
In Rules Committee 
The three proposed amendments 
which already have been ap- 
roved by 12 states are supported 
in the House by Speaker W. Stuart 
Helm and Majority Leader Al­ 
bert W. Johnson. They are in the 
Rules Committee, dominated by 
the GOP leadership. 
Helm is national chairman of 
a group of state leaders through­ 
out the country pushing for adop­ 
tion of the proposed amendments 
to curtail U.S. Supreme Court 
powers in federal-state relations 
Scranton noted that as pro­ 
posed amendments to the Consti­ 
tution, he would have no right 
of veto over them if they cleared 
t h e 
legislature. 
Constitutional 
amendments do not go to the gov­ 
e/nor for his signature. 
Scranton said at his weekly 
news conference the upholding ot 
the refusal of the legislatures to 
reapportion themselves would in 
effect be a means of protecting 
southern state legislatures in their 
opposition to all civil rights ac­ 
tion. 


Cites Deficiencies 
"I also believe it is the right 
of persons to have ample repre* 
sentation in their legislaturse,” 
Scranton said, reiterating his be­ 
lief that in many urban areas, 
citizens are under-represented. 
Scranton acknowledged that he 
was aware of opposition to the 
proposed 5 per cent increase in 
the state Liquor Tax brewing 
among some Republicans in the 
General Assembly. The measure, 
which Republican legislative lead 
ers pushed to round out a tax 


I program, is still on the House 
floor.
